Plano Police Receive LEAA Grants 
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Incidents Mar Memorial

More than $100,000 in grant monies 
have been approved this year for the 
Plano Police Department. 
Law 
E nforcem ent 
A ssistance 
Administration funds were recently 
appropriated for a new legal advisor 
and the continuation of a juvenile 
section and a traffic safety grant has 
been renew ed by the 
highw ay 
departm ent. 
Initiated last year, the juvenile 
program has removed more than 600 
youngsters from possible detention, 
according 
to 
Jam es 
M cCarley, 
assistant to the chief. 
Rather than arresting the offender, 
taking him to jail and calling his 
parents to pick him up, police now 
issue notices for status offenses. 
The officer has the option of giving 
the juvenile a warning notice, which 
requires no further action or a notice 
to appear. If a youngster receives the 
latter, he m ust make an appointment 
with the county juvenile probation 
officer to discuss the offense. 
“ This procedure reliev es 
the 
paperwork tremendously,’’ McCarley 
noted, “ and it also leaves a better 
taste of law enforcement in the 


mouths of the juvenile 
and 
his 
parents. It also allows us to secure 
more adequate prosecution. 
“ If a juvenile is put in jail, we must 
petition the county juvenile court 
within 24 hours for detention,” he 
continued. “ The pure numbers we 
would be dealing with makes that 
worthless. Officers would not have 
sufficient tim e to prepare their cases 
and the courts would be overloaded.” 
Major offenses are still handled by 
arrest. McCarley pointed out that 40 to 
50 percent of all m ajor offenses 
cleared by police have been com­ 
mitted by people under 17. 
The program has been so successful 
that the city has added two additional 
officers to the juvenile section. The 
grant funds three juvenile officers 
plus support on an 80-20 matching 
grant. 
This year, Plano received $26,942 
from the governor’s office (federal 
funds are channeled through the 
state). If the project is approved 
again next year, the city will be ex­ 
pected to pick up 40 percent of the 
costs. 
McCarley pointed out 
that 
the 
project is worth $45,000 to the city. The 


local share of the program this year is 
only $6,700 and last year there was no 
cost. 
The city has also been able to obtain 
a $35,000 LEAA grant to fund a legal 
advisor and his staff. Originally, a 
$42,000 grant was expected to com­ 
pletely fund the project, but the total 
amount was not available. 
M cCarley said the departm ent 
agreed to fund the salary of a 
secretary in order to institute the 
program now. 
“A legal advisor will provide of­ 
ficers readily available legal advice,” 
McCarley explained. “ He will have 
the latest information and be able to 
give assistance in tre a s such as 
search and seizure 
arrest, 
con­ 
fessions and proper case preparation. 
“ In the past,” he added, “it’s been 
hard to secure the information the 
officer needed at the t'm e it was 
needed. Although we’ve had some

DALLAS (UPI) — The subdued 
official memorial service on the 14th 
anniversary of John F. Kennedy’s 
assassination Tuesday was lost, for 
most people, within other incidents. 
At 11:59 a m., one minute before the 
service was to begin, two cars crashed 
with an impressive amount of noise at 
Main and Market streets beside the 
Kennedy Memorial on the western 
edge of downtown It took a long while 
before the attention of the 150 spec­ 
tators returned to the service. 
Then a political action committee 
began handing out 
leaflets an ­ 
nouncing a protest m arch on Saturday 
against “police brutality throughout 
Texas.” Two blocks further west, in 
Dealey Plaza where the assassination 
actually 
o ccurred, 
another 
organization d istrib u ted literatu re 
criticizing the Warren Commission’s 
decision that Lee Harvey Oswald 
acted alone Nov. 22, 1963, in shooting 
and killing Kennedy

DENVER (U PL - It is 
very quiet between shows, 
and Dolly — beautiful dark­ 
haired Dolly — swings on the 
Roman rings up beyond the 
lights and rigging into the 
blackness of the Denver 
Coliseum ceiling 
There is no music — no 
organ, no brass trumpets or 
slide trombones to hide the 
squeak of the rigging. The 
only distraction is a high 
wire man dancing on the 
steel cable. 
Dolly does not come down 
for nearly two hours. She 
rolls, she flips, she archs her 
form in an aerial ballet. 
There is no one to watch but 
a few roustabouts and idlers. 
Then, 
with 
each 
leg 
slipped through a ring, 
sitting on her buttocks 21 feet 
above the sawdust, she 
crosses her ankles and is 
nearly motionless for a time. 
It s all such 
a 
com­ 
monplace scene in Ringling 
Bros, 
and 
Barnum 
& 
Bailey’s Greatest Show on 
Earth But to an outsider, 
especially a child, or to an 
adult with a romantic turn of 
mind, it holds a special 
charm 
‘‘What is this giant of thrill 
and 
laughter?” 
asked 
showman John Herriott in 
one of his poems of the circus 
and circus life 
“ It’s the spectacle, the 
tradition,” said ringmaster 
Kit Haskett. 
‘Tss da tigers and da odder 
animals,” said the German 
animal trainer everyone 
calls Peter. 
‘‘It’s my dad,” saki Dolly 
Jacobs, down from the rings. 
“ My dad is the circus.” 
He may be, at that. Lou 
Jacobs, 74, he of the bulbous 
red nose and the high-domed 
head, a clown 53 years, now 
the elder statesman of his 
profession. 
In the wings, the master 
clown worried and watched 
his 20-year-old daughter spin 
into a blur on the rings 
during the first show in 


Denver on a warm October 
night. 
“ I wanted to tell her about 
the high altitude here,” he 
said ‘‘I remember in ’53 I 
was playing here and some 
of the performers passed 
out.” 
She was a showgirl at 13, 
began training on the rings 
five years later, now per­ 
forms an aerial ballet not 
seen in the circus for years. 
“ Have you ever been on a 
swing?” asked Dolly. ‘‘It’s 
almost like flying. 
“ This is what I’ve always 
wanted to do, display myself 
physically and show what 
I ve learned,” she said. ‘‘It’s 
my life. The circus is our 
own world.” 
Dolly’s mother was an 
aerialist who crashed 50 feet 
to the floor of Madison 
Square Garden in 1948, broke 
her back and was in a cast 
three years. Jean Jacobs, 54, 
now tends a circus con­ 
cession stand. She does not 
watch her daughter per­ 
form. 
“ The 
applause, 
the 
fleeting moment in the ring 
is not why show people stay 
with 
the 
circus,” 
said 
program coordinator John 
Herriott, 
dapper 
in 
mustache and black tuxedo. 
“ It’s the life and the time 
spent 
practicing, 
the 
pleasure, 
and 
the 
challenge.” 
Herriott, son of a circus 
man, has been a showman 
all his 46 years. He is, by 
trade, an equestrian, as was 
his father. 
“ If I had to pick one scene 
that captures the essential 
element of circusness it 
would be a girl on a circus 
horse,” said Herriott. “ To 
me, that’s the circus.” 
Maybe so, but in one of his 
circus poems where Herriott 
queries in verse: 
“ What is this giant of thrill 
and laughter?” 
His first love, the circus 
horses, comes after 
And, listed on top, ahead of 


All circus nouns: 
Comes this line saying: 
“ Its 
elephants 
and 
clowns...” 


Across 46th Avenue from 
the Coliseum, 
under the 
viaduct, smoke clouded over 
the clack of billiard balls on 
the pool table of the Stadium 
Bar and Grill. 
“ Iss hart 
shot,” 
Louis 
Peier, elephant trainer, said 
in his heavy German accent. 
“ Is no easy.” 
He was shooting with a 
right wrist wrapped tightly. 
“ Was 
elephant,” 
said 
Peier, holding up his arm. 
“ She slip while sitting up and 
catch me little bit here. Only 
sprain.” 
He lost the game to a 
young roustabout and sat 
down next to an animal 
trainer 
named 
Peter, 
another German, 
whom 
everyone calls Pee’-tah. 
Like a quizzical bear, 
Peter placed his hairy bulk 
of an arm on the table and 
leaned over the beer bottles. 
“ You know sonneting,” he 
said. “ I feel safer in da cages 
wit da animals than wit dese 
people. I raise dah animals. I 
know dem. I don’t know what 
people do.” 
Laughter sounded through 
the bar. 
Jimm Briscoe, a midget 
clown, was sprawled across 
the pool table stretching for 
a shot in the far corner. It 
was wide of the pocket. 
Briscoe, Tim Doody, Jim 
Tinsman, all sitting at the 
same table drinking beer, all 
young men, all making their 
living as greasepaint gypsies 
in baggy pants and fright 
wigs. 
Their 
painted 
smiles, 
putty noses and garments of 
harlequin lie in battered 
trunks backstage in Clown 
Alley. 
The entrance 
is 
cloaked-off from outsiders, 
off-limits to the curious, and 
guarded most often during 
showtime by boss clown 
Frosty Little.

“civilization” to challenge 
the Yukon in the manner of 
the old prospectors. 
In the Klondike where men 
once heard cries of “ gold,” 
the four men relive the time 
and spirit of a colorful era. 
As Tryck says, “ We were 
four men with a common 
goal: to see the Yukon as 
others had seen it more than 
three-quarters of a century 
before. 
By 
following the 
route and techniques of the 
early 
‘stampeders,’ 
we 
hoped to experience some of 
the 
adventures 
and 
challenges of that era.” 
The Yukon winds nearly 
2,000 miles through wild 
terrain of western Canada 
and Alaska. To ride it, the 
foursome built a raft 38 feet 
long and 20 feet wide, 
weighing about IO tons. It 
was their home for the better 
part of eight months and 1800 
miles. 


Their river journey began 
on June 8; after some major 
setbacks, they arrived in 
Dawson City where they 
visited the gambling house, 
Diamond Tooth Gertie’s, and 
engaged in a rough tug-of- 
war with the Dawson City 
smoke jumpers. 
In September, the four 
abandoned river travel near 
Ruby, Alaska and built a 
cabin from their raft for the 
long, cold winter. At 30 
below, the humid air pouring 
out of the cabin door froze on 
the porch roof. 
The final 500-mile leg of 
“ Yukon Passage” was made 
on dog sled, led by an 
Eskimo 
friend, 
Charlie 
Fitka. On January 6 the 
partners reached Marshall, 
Alaska. 
“ Yukon 
Passage” 
is 
narrated by James Stewart 
and is hosted by E.G. 
Marshall.

“ The circus has always 
had clowns and always 
will,” said Frosty, in classic 
Whiteface, before the last 
performance in Denver. 
“ You can't have a circus 
without clowns. 
“ A newspaperman once 
asked me what I d do when I 
leave 
here,” 
he 
said. 
“ ‘Leave here’, I told him. 
Are you out of your mind. 
I’m never going to leave 
here. 
ITI always be a 
clown.’” 
Out front, on the band­ 
stand, the first trombonist 
chatted with the second 
trombonist 
while 
they 
awaited the third trom­ 
bonist. The band’s brass, the 
pulse of the circus, has each 
performer’s ear. 
It 
cues 
their entrance, paces their 
act and accents the finale. 
“ It’s a nice gig because it 
pays well, but it’s an en­ 
durance feat,” said the third 
trombonist. “ By the time 
we’re through with this our 
lips are like cardboard.” 
Performers of many coun­ 
tries, their bodies taut and 
beautiful, 
walk 
around 
backstage in dressing robes. 
Showgirls 
gather 
in

montage 
of 
plumes, 
feathers, eye shadow, rouge 
and spangles ready to flow 
into the arena. 
The band leader waves his 
baton, the brass breaks into 
“ Robinson’s Grand Entree 
March,” and the discipline 
of practice becomes the 
romance of performance. 
The circus unfurls in a 
fantasy of color and sound as 
it moves slowly around the 


arena before the crowd, its 
sheer spectacle disarming 
even nonbelievers. 
Soon after the first act, 
when the yellow-haired tiger 
trainer leaves center stage 
with his snarling cats, the 
spotlight finds Dolly Jacobs 
in Stage No. 3 and follows 
her up a rope to the roman 
rings. 
She does a handstand and 
the crowd is hers. She swings 
around slowly, the spotlight 
playing off the rhinestones 
on her white costume. 


The trumpeter hits a high 
note, and the brass follows 
Dolly up into the lights and 
back. 
In 
the end, 
the 


spotlights transform her into 
a flashing pinwheel of red 
and blue until the cymbals 
crash and Dolly returns to 
earth. 
She 
bows 
once, 
the 


spotlights shift, and Dolly 
walks slowly off, her head 
down, her expression grave. 
In two hours, the show was 
over and the crowd filed out. 
Dolly was on her way to her 
railroad 
car. 
The 
roustabouts were walking 
the animals along silent, 
dark streets back to the train 
— elephants first, camels 
last. 
Echos sounded through the 
Coliseum as the circus 
rigging came down. Bogdan 
Jakubowksi, 29, took down 
Dolly’s steel rings and 
placed them in a long 
wooden box that would 
travel on clicking steel rails 
to Chicago the next day. 
Within an hour, the rest of 
the rigging was down and the 
building was once again old 
and dull. The Coliseum is 
never as empty as the night 
the circus leaves town.

Somebody ought to m ake up their minds. 
The question is - Should girls at the high 
school and middle school levels be playing 
full court, five-player basketball or half 
court, six-player basketball? 
It was a hot issue one year ago and it has 
bloomed into an even hotter issue. 
As it stands now, the University Inter­ 
scholastic League has voted to change to 
five-player, full court basketball beginning 
at the Varsity levels with the 1978-1979 
season. So, that m eans the season in 
progress is the finale for six-girl, half court 
girls basketball. 
The change by the UIL cam e about after 
much pressure from college coaches, some 
coaches in high schools and a few parents 
with lawsuits. The issue had a lot of 
publicity both ways and when it cam e to a 
vote, five-player full court passed. 
Well, a move is under way to get another 
vote taken to keep six-player, half court. So, 
the issue has rebloomed and has become 
bitter with som e coaches. 
‘‘I wish we could let it alone, one way or 
the other,” said Plano Coach Rita Barnes. 
‘‘Let’s decide on one and let it be. We have to 
prepare ahead for the switch next year but 


what if there is a change back to six-girl? 
Where does that leave u s?” 
Coach Barnes has all of the Plano middle 
school and high school team s except the 
Varsity playing five-girl, full 
court 
in 
preparation for next year But, the move is 
strong to have six-girl basketball restored 
before a change can ever be m ade at the 
Varsity level, according to Coach Barnes. 
‘‘It is my understanding that if it com es 
back up for a vote that we ll switch back to 
six-girl. It has created a lot of confusion,” 
said Coach Barnes. 
Coach Barnes has been a successful six- 
girl, half court coach and her team s have 
been in the playoffs two years in a row, with 
last y ear’s bunch reaching the Regional 
finals. She was a proponent of retaining six- 
girl basketball and voted that way. 
However, she and other coaches were out 
voted and so Coach Barnes accepted the UIL 
change and modified her program so Plano 
would be competitive next year. But, now 
the move is on to switch back. 
So, where does that leave Coach Barnes 
and sim ilar coaches that are dedicated to 
winning trad itio n s and true coaching

South D akota border is m ore 
likely a hom e for a rodeo 
than for L arso n 's collection. 
The d isplay at the W.H. 
Over M useum ran ges from a 
Viking bullhorn to a pipe 
organ. There are s t r a n g e - 
looking instrum ents, like a 
one-string pitch fork and a 
m usical 
saw , 
and 
exotic 
ones, such a s organ chim es 
of the South Sea Islands and 
ornate Indian sitars. 
L a rso n can 
p lay 
each 
instrum ent in the collection. 
He b ecam e interested in 
the history of m usic a s a 
teen-ager. He traded tea and 
canned goods during World 
War II for B ritish collectors’ 
item s. 
L ater, 
he supplied 
w illin g m iss io n a r ie s w ith 
stap les in exchan ge for m ore 
exotic instrum ents. 
His collection has grown 
so large, L arson said, “ it 
would take 30 or 40 room s to 


provide enough sp ace ” 
With a trace of Norwegian 
a c c e n t, 
he 
q u o ted 
from 
Plato: 
“ Show m e a country with 
good m usic, and ITI show 
you a country with good 
governm ent; 
show 
me 
a 
country with 
bad govern­ 
ment, and ITI show you a 
country with bad m u sic.” 
Larson said rock 'n' roll 
grew out of so cial problem s 
and “ the turm oil in people’s 
m in ds.” 
“ Who did we sing about in 
the m iddle 6 0 s?” he asked. 

C om e and love 
m e ... G ive m e ... I m ust 
h ave. 
T h o se 
w ere 
the 


m e ssag es. B efore, we san g 
about love and sentim ent.” 


But the m u sical scene is 
ch a n g in g , 
he 
sa id . 
The 
em otion of country w estern 
songs will m eld with present- 
day rock for m ore mellow, 
sentim ental m usic. 


If the world sta y s at peace, 
Larson said, the tones of 
popular m usic in the 1980s 
will soften and becom e m ore 
m elodic. 


But, if w ar b reak s out in 
the M iddle E a st or A frica, he 
sa id , 
p re p a re 
fo r 
m ore 
electronic m usic, b ra ss and 
lots of drum s. 


Larson sa id m u sic also is 
linked to econom ic trends. 


He cited the m u sic of the 
G re a t 
D e p re ssio n , 
lik e 
“ Show Me the W ay to Go 
H o m e ,” 
r e fle c te d 
the 
loneliness in m en ’s h earts. 


Other 
econom ic 
trends, 
like the energy crisis, could 
sp a r k 
a 
r e su r g e n c e 
of 
m unicipal bands, he said. 


“ T h ere 
w on ’ t 
be 
th is 
hysteria of driving 20 m iles 
for a 25-cent h am b u rger,” he 
said. “ People will have to 
stay in one p la c e .” 


And m usic, of course, will 
be everyw here. 
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
